Health of Berlin, 

Berlin, Germany, A'prit H, 1902. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that the health of Berlin remained 
favorable during the week from March 23 to March 29. The mortality 
rate was again lower than that of the foregoing week, amounting (cal- 
culated on the year) to 15.5 against 16.0 per 1,000 of the population, 
and was therefore lower than two-thirds of the other German large 
towns, and considerably lower than in London, Paris, and Vienna. 
The death rate, however, was lower still in Oharlottenburg with 13 8 
and Schoneberg with 8.8 per 1,000 of the inhabitants. The number of 
acute diseases of the intestines reihained unchanged and caused 33 
deaths. The number of cases of acute disease of the respiratory organs 
decreased, having caused 60 deaths as against 76 in the foregoing week. 
The number of deaths from consumption was 82, being somewhat less 
than during the previous week. Measles claimed 13 and scarlet fever 
9 victims. Cases of diphtheria were of less frequent occurrence and 
caused 3 deaths. Two persons succumbed to influenza. The number 
of deaths by violence amounted to 21.
